Sr. Pav, Minn., Jan. 11.—[Special.]—It has just 
come to light that in a secluded spot not many 
yards from the main highway which leads from 
St. Paul to Fort Snelling one night last week 
two prominent members of French society set- 
tled a little unpleasantness by a duel. The 
names of the parties are Jean St. Hilaire and 
Capt. Peitriff.

Jud Allen is also a humorist, and Voor- 
hees found that out on that trip.

The Chief ef the Saginaw Department 
Playing Some Qaeer Pranks. 2

FINDING TYPHOID-FEVER GERMS. 


An Important Discovery Made by Prof. 
Vaughan of Michigan. 


LANSING, Mich., Jan. 11.—[Special.]—At a reg- 
ular quarterly meeting of the State Medical 
Board Dr. Victor C. Vaughan of Ann Arbor sub- 
mitted the first quarterly report of the Michigan 
State Laboratory of Hygiene. The report dwelt 
largely with the typhoid-fever epidemic at Iron 
Mountain, during which 380 cases were reported, 
forty of which proved fatal. The main subject 
considered was the water that caused the 
typhoid-fever. He nad injected a preparation of 
sterilized milk mixed with the water into the 
back of a cat, and the temperature of that ani- 
mal rose 4° in twenty-four hours and died with 
symptoms of typhoid soon after. This is the 
first time that the germs of typhoid-fever have 
been found in well-water, and it 1s à discovery 
made by Dr. Vaughan, The Water was taken 
from a well sixteen feet deep, directly beneath a 
house where several patients were confined, and 
it was situated forty feet Jom both the stable 
and vault.

PORTANT RAILROAD CASE. 


The St. Louis, Vandalia & Terre Haute Rall-

The bill filed to set aside this lease, on 
the gro that the complainant had no right 
to make it nor defendant any power to re- 
ceive it for so long a time, and that no writ- 
ten consent of the stockholders had ever 
been obtained as required by law to the 
lease. It was also claimed the defendant had 
received $21,600,000 in earnings, for which it 
ought to account. A demurrer was filed to 
the bill, on the ground that it disclosed no 
equity, was wmuitifarious, and contra- 
dictory, and becavse the complainant 
had a complete remedy at law. The 
Judge, in deciding the case, said 
an act of the Illinois Legislature of Feb. 
12, 1855, gave railroads full power as to leas- 
ing their roads, butan act of Feb. 6, 1865, 
prohibited them from leasing to corporations 
out of the State without the written consent 
of all the stockhoiders residing in the State. 
This act was repealed in 1874 and the act of 
1855 was revived. Feb. 8, 1867, eomplain- 
ant's charter was amended so as to give it 
full power to connect or consolidate with any 
road inIndiana. Feb. 28, 1858,an Indiana act 


of the Legislature was passed giving 
in that State power to intersect, join, and 
unite with roads of any adjoining State, but 
no power to lease or accept al given. 
It was claimed the lease was void because 
the Ilinois company made it without the 
written consent of resident, stockholders.

If the defendant was 
not expressly authorized by the Indiana 
statutes to make the contract it was not in 
terms prohibited from doing so, and it fol- 
lowed t it the contract was void it was so 
on the sole ground that its execution by the 
detendant was impliedly prohibited by the 
laws of its domicile. It was safe to say a 
udgment of an Indiana court forfeiting de- 
— franchise for no other reason than 
for the making and performing of the present 
contract would startle the bar of that State. 
The defendant had no power under the Indi- 
ana act of 1853 to make the contract involved in 
the present suit, and it was void as to the 
defendant for that reason alone. It being 
settled, then, that the laws of IIlinois au- 
thorized both corporations to execute the 
contract and perform itin that State, and 
that the laws of Indiana conferred no such 
authority on the defendant, and that the con- 
tract was therefore void as to the latter, the 
question was, Could the present suit be main- 
tained? It did not follow because the con- 
tract was void it would be annulled. uity 
relieved suitors who were diligent and re- 
mitted to their legal remedies those who had 
slept on their rights, although the suitor’s 
equitable rights 
parently perfect. In refusing affirmative 
relief on the ground of negligence the court 
only decided that the complainant was not 
entitled to the particular remedy sought. 
By the present suit the complainant sought 
to recover possession of real estate and quiet 
its title. Ejectment would be to recover 
possession of a railroad. The bill would not 
be to quiet titie, the complainant being out of 
possession, nor did the Illinois statute au- 
thorize it. Moreover the bill was multifari- 
ous and contradictery. It asked either for 
a rescission of the contract if void or for an 
accounting if good. The two kinds of relief 
were antagonistic, and the bill was fata 
defective.

ILLINOIS LABOR AGIZATORS. 


The Convention at Peoria Decides to Adopt 
an Independent Political Attitude. 
Pweorra, III., Jan. 11.—(Special.}|—The second 
day’s session of the State Labor Association was 
quite lively and animated, the convention get- 
ting right down to business from the jump. The 
Executive Committee reported resolutions in 
favor of continuing the efforts on behalf of labor 
legislation, and commended Senator Bell, W. E. 
Jones of Sangamon, and A. J. Streeter of Mercer. 
The committees were then chosen. The Com- 
mittee on Resolutions reported. August Stermel, 
a delegate from the Cicarmakers’ Union, offered 
a long resolution in regard to the efforts of the 
cigarmakers in building up the Knights of Labor 
and in contributing to the general funds of tne 
Knights of Labor during periods of strikes. It 
was especially bitter against the way in which 
the Knights of Labor had treated the cigarmak- 
ers in the matter of the International label and 
indorsed and recommended the blue label of the 
International Union as the only genuine label. 
This was adopted, although some.of the Knights 
of Labor who were delegates did not vote for it. 
These men insist that the cigarmakers have 
practically captured the convention. 
Mrs. Mc an submitted a resolution sympa- 
thizing withthe Typographical Union of Chica- 
go. Which was also adopted. The convention 
then n the discussion of independent polit- 
ical action, which was brought about by a long 
series of resolutions submitted by August Ster- 
mel of Chicago and Charles Dold of Aurora. 
These resolutions condemn the Merritt Conspira- 
cy law, and, aftersetting forth that labor has 
suffered at the hands of the capitalistic classes, 
declare that these classes have so far shaped the 
legislation of the country, and that the 
best plan to fight the enemy—that is 
the capitalist—is with his own weapé, 
and that is by independent political action. To 
this end the resolutions created a committee of 
five to formulate a plan for political action to re- 
rt tomorrow. This committee is made up of 
uis Engel and Robert Swallow of Chicago, J. 
W. Smith of Springtield, George Beckler of Chi- 
cago, and Charies Dold of Aurora. Delegates 
Van Meter of Bloomington and O'Hara of 
Peoria declined to vote on the political resolu- 
tions, claiming they had no authority from 
the constituencies that they resented to make 
pledges for any political action. Local politi- 
cians here are watching the 1 of the 
convention very closely, and nator A. J. Bell 
is particularly friendly with the delegates. It is 
possible that the committee in their report to- 
morrow may recommend a te for Gov- 
ernor.

Bill—The Wool-Growers. 

Waburneton, D. C., Jan. 11.—In the Senate 
today the resolution offered by Mr. Hale Dec. 
12 for a select committee to examine fully 
into the present condition of the civil service 
was taken up, and Mr, Hale addressed the 
Senate in explanation and advocacy of it. 
He declared that his object in offering it was 
to secure an investigation with a sincere pur- 
pose of bringing before Cou the present 
actual condition of the civil service of the 
country and also the performances of cer- 
tain high and low officials of the Government. 
The Forty-seventh Congress (Republican) 
had enacted the civil-service statute, and 
President Arthur had, with sincere good 
faith, appointed the Civil-Service Commis- 
sioners and gave support and encourage- 
ment to them. 

Both the great parties in 1884 declared 
themselves in their platforms in favor of 
civil-service reform, but as the campaign 
progressed it was seen that a considerable 
body of men who had before that affiliated 
with the Republican party had determined to 


oppose its candidate, and it soon became 


clear that not only was that body of men 
bent on opposing the Republican candidate, 
but was looking about for reasons to support 
his opponent, Gov. Cleveland. The candi- 
date of the Democratic party had not failed 
to observe this and he accordingly professed 
adherence to civil-service principles in his 
letter of acceptance. Mr. Cleveland’s declara- 
tions in that respect had their effect. 
He (Hale) had before him a table showing 
the sweeping changes in all the departments 
of the Government up to June 11, 1887. That 
table showed that out of 2,379 Presidential 
Postmasters there had been 2,000 changes; 
out of 52,609 fourth-class Postn.asters there 
had been 40,000 chdnges; out of thirty-three 
foreign Ministers, thirty-two changes; out of 
twenty-one secretaries of legation, sixteen 
changes; outof 111 Collectors of Customs,

Vessels eight were gone; of seventy District 
Attorneys (a — al office) sixty-five 
were changed; of thirty Territorial Judges 
(judicial offices) twenty-two were changed; 
of Territorial Governors all were gone; of 
eighteen Pension Agents but two remained; 
every one of the sixteen Surveyors-General 
was gone; of 224 local land officers 100 were 
gone; of ten Indian Inspectors and special 
agents but one remained; of fifty-nine Indian 
agents but eight; and of eighty-three special 
agents of the General Land-Uffice but four.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 11.—The House 
today went into Committee of the Whole on 
the Deficiency bill.

Witnesses for Mra. Clay Tell of Her Hus- 
- band’s Misdeeds, 

GRAND Rapips. Mich., Jan, 11.— [Special.] — 
The proceedings in the Clay-Putman damage 
suit today were more sensational than any since 
the trial began and drew an audience which 
packed the court-room like seeds in a sunflower. 
The jury-room and others rooms, where only the 
loudest declamations of counsel could be heard, 
were filled with people. At the opening Judge 
Burlingame overruled the motion to dismiss, 
which was argued yesterday, and counsel for the 
defense outlined their case, stating, in substance, 


that they expected to prove that Mr. Clay drove 


his wife from him by his own actions and that 


his character was such that no respectable 
woman could enjoy life with him. 

The first witness for the defense was Mrs. L. T. 
Bocher, who was Mrs. Saag Sg gee 2 compan- 
ion on the trip to Euro 1882. testified 
that while in Europe Mrs. Clay frequently re- 
ceived letters from her husband in which he ac- 
cused her of 8 intimacies with other men, 
among them being Prof. Egees, formerly of this 
city and now a teacher of French and German in 
the schools of Columbus, O. Mrs, Clay burned 
the letters and for that reason oral testimony 
as to their contents was admitted. The 
witness also testified that Mrs. Clay said that 
when at home her husband made her lite misera- 
ble by continually accusing her of impro 
actions with other doctors and druggists of this 
city; that when she, being a practicing physician, 
was called out at night he would accuse her of 
going out to meet other men. 

The only other witness: sworn was Lizzie 
Steffes, a domestic, who worked tor the Clay 
tamily for six weeks, and she testified that dur- 
ing that time she saw Mr. Clay only 
once when he was not drunk. She 
also testified that Mr. Clay made improper 
advances to her and tried to enter her room dur- 
ing Mrs. Clay’s absence. Also that Clay was 
unkind, cross, and cruel to bis wife, and on one 
occasion chased her from the sit -room up to 
tne third story of their residence and then down 
to the basement. The purpose of the defense 
seems to be to blacken the plaintiff's character 
and make it appear that the defendant was justi- 
fied in advising his wife to leave him.

“GOD TELLS HIM HE KILLED WIRTH.” 


The Delusion of Jacob Kuebler Produced, 
by Drink—A Mystery Recalled. 

Jacob Kuebler, worn, emaciated, and but the 
shadow of the man who was arrested last sum- 
mer charged with the murder of Fred Wirth, the 
butcher, walkedinto the Twenty-second Street 
Station yesterday afternoon and said he wished 
to give himself up. He reiterated his former 
confession of the murder and told how he threw 
the victim from the red bridge.” His statement 
was not believed by the officers, but he insisted 
that he was guilty and that the ghost of the mur- 


dered man haunted him and foreed him to con- 
fess his share in the tragedy. He was so obsti- 
nate in his demand to be locked up that Lieut. 
Arch finally ordered a couple of officers to take 
him tothe insane department of the County 
Jail. Since the finding of the body of Wirth 


Kuebler has been around the station at frequent 


intervals and has always said that he was the 
murdérer. It is n that hé 1s in- 
sane, but many of the officers believe that Kueb- 
ler knows ali about the mystery and is in reality 
driven by remorse to denounce himself. At the 
insane department of the County Jail Dr. Gray, 
the custodian, refused to receive Kuebler. Ac- 
cording to the rules by which he is governed, a 
patient who is taken from the asylum by his 
friends must be returned to thé asylum in case 
they desire that treatment should be continued. 
Such an insane person is not received in the de- 
partment at the jail.. On be refused by Dr. 
Gray the officers took him back to the station 
and later his wife came for him and took him to 
his home at No. 2910 Butler street. 

A reporter called at Mr. Kuebler’s house last 
evening. The nervous excitement of the day 
had completely prostrated Kuebler, and he was 
in bed asieep. His wife said that whenever 
Kuebler drank he imagined that God, o 
devil, kept urging him to give himself u the 
police and be tried for the murder of his friend, 
He got up this 8 said Mrs. Kuedbler, 
and told me he was going to the police station. 
He is continually brooding over the matter, and 
had not slept a wink until now since Saturday 
night. He drank a little beer Friday, and when- 
ever he does so he seems to get out of his head, 
He has an idea the devil is after him and won't 
let him alone until he has suffered.“ 

The man is unquestionably insane. over the 
subject. “Ican’t kill myself,” he — put 
why don't they hang me? God says I killed 
Frederick, and they don't believe me.” In other 
matters he is perfectly rational. At times he 
cries like a child, but he never thinks of harming 
any one. He was at work yesterday until noon, 
when he left and went to the Twenty-second 
Street Station.

South Wales, contended that the alleged 
marriage with petitioner was not 
valid. Commissioners had been sent to 
America to take the evidence of American

The acceptance of the provision for the 
sale of passenger tickets will hardly affect 
the gains of the company unfavorably. 
Fully one-third of the patrons of the road, all 
non-residents of the West Division, will pay 
the old cash fare of five cents. The reduc- 
tion made to West-Side residents by the 
sale of twenty-five-ride tickets for a dol- 
lar will increase the patronage of the 
company so that the aggregate receipts 
from this source will be many times 
larger than the aggregate from the sale 
of the present twenty-two-ride tickets. 
The company will have the use of the money 
in advance of its being earned, and all tick- 
ets lost by patrons will count to the corpora- 
tion’s advantage.

LABOR OPPOSITION TO LAMAR. 

Gideon J. Tucker, the well-known ex-Sur- 
rogate of New York, has written Master 
Workman Powderly of the Knights of Labor 
and Chief Engineer Artnur ef the Brother 
hood of Locomotive Engineers asking them 
to bring the full force of their respective or- 
ganizations to bear against the confirmation 
of Lamar as a Justice of the Supreme Court. 
Mr, Tucker says Lamar's confirmation would 
be worth millions of dollars to the railroad 
corporations, inasmuch as it would certam- 
ly lead to a reversal of a doctrine recently 
lad down by the Supreme Oourt on the 
“ fellow servant question and establish a 
rule in the interest of the railroads and 
against their employés. The railroad mana- 
gers apparently think Lamar would be even 
more valuable to them on the Supreme Bench 
than in the Department of the Interior. The 
indemnity land-grant issue was of importance 
only to a few Western roads, but all the rail 
roads of the country are directly interested in 
the question of non-liability for damages in 
cases where one employé is injured threugh 
_| the neghgenceofanother, While the railroad 
corporations are being made solid for Lamar 
it would seem strange that labor organiza- 
tions made up of railroad empleyés, whese 
interests in this matter are the reverse of 
those of their corporate employers, should 
remain silent. II so, they should hold their 


The Eastern and Southern courts have 
always construed the “ fellow servant” doc- 
trine strictly in the interest of employers, 
and held that an employé could not recover 
damages for an injury resulting from the 
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duties or where one nad authority over an- 
other they were not considered fellow 
servants,“ and damages were allowed in the 
Western courts when the negligence of an 
employé of one class resulted in the injury 
or death of one belonging te another. Two 
years ago the Supreme Court of the United 
States by a majority of one vote (the late 
Justice Woods voting in the affirmative) ap- 
proved the Western doctrine and rejected 
the Southern and Eastern rule of non-liabil- 
ity. Lamar’s vote may change the position 
of the court and save the railroads millions 
of dollars, just as his decisions in the Interior 
Department saved some of them hundreds of 
thousands of acres of land to which they 
were not justly entitied. 

„Taking the Southern view of labor, Lamar 
undoubtedly adheres to the doctrine of cor- 
porate non-liability to an employé for the 
negligent act of a fellow servant. The Mis- 
sissippi courts have always applied this rule 
with great strictness, and Lamar has never 
raised a finger to have it changed or modi- 
fied. Undoubtedly he is in full sympathy 
with the Southern doctrine, and if confirmed 
as a Justice of the Supreme Court will 
vote to reverse the present policy of that 
tribunal and substitute the aati-labor doc- 
trine handed down from tne slave-driv- 
ing times in Mississippi. Railroad em- 
ployés should bestir themselves to oppose 
Lamar’s confirmation or else be prepared to 
see the position of the court changed in favor 
of the corporations and against the. em- 
ployés as goon as he goes on 2 — 


THE NORTH ‘AND SOUTH SIDE GAS SUPPLY. 

It ean hardly have escaped the attention of 
the readers of Taz Trisuns that very few of 
the communications from residents of the 
West Division in reply to inquiries on the 
gas question complain of the quality of the 
gas over there or of the increase in the 
amount charged for over previous years. 
This is all the more noticeable because of the 
unanimity of complaint of the South and 
North Side correspondents as to quality, 
quantity charged for, and increase in rate of 
charge. It must be inferred from this that 
the West Side company furnishes just as good 
gas at the old prices as it ever has, and 
the fact should be remembered for Billings 
when people are tempted to class him in their 
anathemas with the managers of the Gas 
Trust, 

Of course the latter claim that the replies 
in Tun TRIBUNE are partial and exceptional. 
This is not true within the meaning of the 
complaint. Tun Tamer made its inquiries 
with the purpose of arriving at the average 
opinion of the public on the matter. The 
names of the persons to whom the inquiries 


were directed (about 1,000) were selected at 


random from the telephone directory because 
it was believed that most of those who use 
the telephone use gas, and also because such 
persons, presumably intelligent people, would 
be likely to reply in an intelligent manner to 
the questions as they were put. If replies 
to the questions of tha circular could be re- 
ceived from the 50,000 or 60,000 gas consumers 
of the city Tun Trrsune could not afford to 
spare the space for their publication. The 
answers as given were fairly representa- 
tive. Tune facts which they demonstrate are 
that the West Side company, which charges 
at old rates, furnishes good gas, while in the 
North and South Divisions, where the in- 
variable complaint ig that the gas is poor in 
quality and that a larger volume than usual 
is being charged for, the rates have been in- 
creased 20 per cent. 

The Gas Trust people can see in these cir- 
cumstances the reason which impelied the 
leading North and South Bide Aldermen to 
resolutely and bitterly oppose the scceptance 
of the compromise offered by them 
to the city. Had the quality been 
maintained at the old standard, and 
had there been no suspicion that on ac- 
count ef thinness of the gas à larger 
quantity is being charged for, there might 
have been no such strong objection to the 
increase of the rate. But three such sub- 
stantial causes of complaint combined make 
it incumbent onthe representatives of the 
South and North Divisions to demand an im- 
provement in every respect. 

Tue Trrpuns has published the facts in 
reference to. this yexed question, It remains 
to be seen whether the Gas Trust Company 
will pay heed to them by redressing the 
grievances complained of, improving the 
quality of the alieged illumination, and mod- 
erating the high, jumped-up tariff of the in- 
ferior and adulterated article, ‘ 


BETTER PAY AND NO DEADHEADISM, 

Immediately following Gov. Larrabee’s 
recommendations to the Iowa Legislature 
looking to the abolition of the railroad-pass 
system in that State comes the report that 
the Judges of the Supreme Court of Wiscon- 
sin baye decided that hereafter they will 
accept no favors from railroad corporations. 
These incidents attest the strengthening 
public conviction that the pass system must 
be torn up root and branch. Judges who 
follow the example of the members of the 
Wisconsin court will merit public applause, 
and if their salaries are so low as to make 
the payment of their traveling expenses out 
of their own pockets a serious loss the 
amount should be promptly made up to them 
by an increase of salary. One Judge who 
refuses to accept favors should not be made 
to suffer in pocket while another who clings 
to his railroad passes virtually gets higher 
pay, part of it coming from the railroads 
instead of 
should be the only masters and paymasters 
of public officers. State or Federal officials 
who give up the mischievous perquisits at- 
taching to their offices and leng regarded as 
virtually part of the salary should be en- 
couraged in such action and compensated for 
their loss by an increase of pay. 

The Inter-State act in its bearing on Fed- 
eral officials and free inter-State transporta- 
tion has worked an incidental hardship 
which Congress should promptly relieve, 
The loss to Congressmen in being deprived 
of passes for themselves and families will 
average $1,000 a year, and there has been no 
advance of salary to make it good. Mean- 
time members of Legislatures, county and 
city officials, country Squires, Assessors, and 
Deputy Sheriffs are still riding free inside 
State limits, where, of course, the Inter- 
State act does not apply. The inequality 
is all the greater since the living 
and traveling expenses of Congressmen, 
United States Judges, and Cabinet Ministers 
are unusually high. While fees and salaries 
in business ead professional circles have ad- 
vanced greatly in tne last twenty years there 
has been no proportionate increase in the 
salaries of Federal officials, the argument 
being that the railroad passes and other per- 
quisits of Government officers virtually 
brought their pay up to the average. These 
perquisits have now been swept away, and 
the effect is the same as though salaries had 
been reduced 20 per cent. To millionaire Sen- 
ators the abolition of passes may be of no 
consequence, but to Congressmen and 
Judges of limited means it is a serious mat- 


ter. Owing to the increased expense of 


traveling many Congressmen have been un- 
able to take their families with them to 
Washington this winter. In the abolition of 


railroad passes a severe burden has been put 


alse on the underpaid Judges of the United 
The Circuit and District Judges 
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— — expense, and the taking away of rail- 

leaves them an inadequate com- 
pensation. These hardships should be 
righted at once by s decent imerease of 
salary. The cutting off of railroad passes 
and favors was proper, but no public interest 
can be served Sy keeping salaries so low that 
the seats of men, Judges, and Cabi- 
net Ministers will be sought only by very rich 
men, who care nothing for the salary, or very 
cheap men, who are content to make the ends 
meet. Such a policy would rule out a needed 
class of men whose means are limited but 
whose time is valuable, and whe cannot af- 
ford to serve for stant salaries. Men of this 
class are the very ones needed in the public 
service. 

Let Congress pass the Plumb bill eliminat- 
ing every trace of ¢eadheadism from all de- 
partments of the Federal Government, and 
then add $1,000 perannum to the salaries of 
members of Congress, United States Judges, 
and Cabinet Ministers. Such action would 
be nothing more than fairness and justice 
require, and when properly understood would 
receive the approval of the public. Simply 
as a matter of fairness and sound public 
policy the salaries should be advanced 80 as 
to make up for the Jost passes and perquisita. 


THE CAMPBELL-ARBUCKLE VERDICT. 

Though Bunnie ’? Campbell did not obtain 
the full measure of damages claimed from 
„Baby Bunting” Arbuckle, it will be gen- 
erally conceded that $45,000 is a very hand- 
some and agreeable plum, that it will com- 
pensate any damage which may have oc- 
curred to the plaintiff's affections and pros- 
pects, and that it is ample pay for any trouble 
to which she may have been subjected in 
keeping the file of the remarkable H. and 
K.“ correspondence. Most utilitarians and

M. G.“ On the other bind, he will appeal 
his case and fight the payment until the con- 
test becomes useless anc the cash must be 
sent to ‘** Bunnie” as the outcome of her go- 
ing hunting for rabbitskins. This, too, is 
natural. If hell hath no fury like a woman 
scorned neither has it tuy ugliness that can 
compared with that of a man who is required 
to pay swinging damages to the n whom 
he has scorned, especially after his languishing 
and superheated billet-doyx have been made 
the common property ef the public and he 
has been exposed to the popular gaze in the 
most ridiculous plight dan overtake a 
person. From every poirt of view, however, 
it would appear economical for Baby 
Bunting" to send his check to Bun- 
nie” at once, Furthér litigation can 
have no other outcome than an in- 
crement of lawyers’ fees, and in the end the

nature is human nature afer all, and Bun- 
nie can be forgivenif de feels very ugly 
and is disposed to kick every one around him 
as well as himself every time he thinks of 
une verdict and the muy letters which se- 
cured it. It will take fime for him to re- 
cover, but before the thirty days’ stay ex- 
pires it can hardly be dou that he will 
pay up in full and forawear epistolary com- 
munication with the fair sex in future. 
Should the memory of his experiences remain 
with him as a haunting nightmare he can at 
least have the comfog of knowing that his 
fate will convey no Warning, and of wit- 
nessing the impotent(strugglies of others of 
his fellow-beings cayght im the same trap.

THE MILLIKEN FOLLY: 

Congressman Milliken of Maine, who num- 
bers among his constituents James G. Blaine, 
has introduced a reveiue bill. His plan for 
reducing the surplug is to wipe out the in- 
ternal revenue tax entirely and admit sugar 
free of duty, except what may come from 
countries levying an port tariff. The in- 
troduction of such a bil. cannot be justified 
on any rationa: basis, In the first place, ex- 
cessive as is our revenge, it Could nat stand 
so great a reduction ag that. The receipts 
last vear from these two sources were $176,- 
$39,077.22. Of this am@unt interna) revenue 
yielded 8118. 823,801.22 nd sugar $58,016,686. 
The latter was 86, 7, 738 more in 1887 
than it was in 886. The Milliken 
measure would certginly indicate a dis- 
position to trifle with a subject which 
no Congressman can afford to handle in that 
way. The moral argunent in favor of re- 
taining the tax on liquors and tobacco, espe- 
cially the former, is igresistible. Even Mr. 
Blaine concedes that it would not do to make 
whisky free, and if hecould revise his Paris 
interview we doubt if he would repeat the 
folly of classing narcatic poison as a neces- 
sary of life. It is simply impossible that a 
majority of Mr, Munken's constituents, espe- 
cially in his own party, should take that view 
of tobacco. It is a pecaliarly glaring incon- 
sistency for a Representative from Maine, 
the old homeof prohibition, to favor free 
rum. Nothing better was to he expected of 
Senator Brown of Geargia. That ancient if 
not venerable relic of Bourbonism thereby 
made himself solid the “‘weta” and the 
““moonshiners,” Dut what had the Repre- 
sentative from the Third District of Maine 
to gain by taking that stand 

The chief significanée of the Milliken bill 
is the Ulustration it affords of the loose and 
irrational way the average Congressman has 
of treating this subjqst of National taxe- 
tion. Seth L. Millikeg is now serving 
third term as the 
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to tolerate stupidity in the treatment 
of what is generally recognized as the 
most important subject engaging the at- 
‘tention of the Fiftieth Congress. It is nearly 
four years since the Republican party pledged 
itself to reduce the surplus and correct the 
inequalities of the tariff, and Mr. Milliken 
was himself a member of the National Con- 
vention which made that pledge. Does he 
suppose his bill so much as approaches the 
purpose expressed in the revenue plank of 
the Republican platform of 1884? It is high 
time the members of Congress—Republicans 
especially—got down to business and stopped 
committing themselves to preposterous prop- 
ositions which serve no other use than to 
show the length of their ears.

SUB-TREASURY AND CLEARKING-HOUSE. 


Congressman Adams Gives the Objections 
of the Treasury Department. 

The Han. George E. Adams, in a letter to Carl 
Moll, the Chairman of the committee’ having in 
charge the movement to make the Sub-Treasury 
in Chicago a member of the Clearing-House, says 
he does not think the Treasury Department will 
allow the Sub-Treasury to beceme a member of 
the Clearing-House, having refused it to St. 
Louis, Boston, and Philadelphia bankers, and 
being quite apt tomake the New York Sub- 
Treasury leave the clearing-house there. The 
reasons of opposition are: 

First—The Government would have to keep on 
deposit with the Sub-Treasurers a large addi- 
tional amount of those classes of funds in which 
clearing-house balances are required to be paid. 

Secondliy—In the payment of drafts on the 
Sub-Treasury there are certain regulations es- 
tablished — | yi ed gaged in regard to indorse- 
ments uthres and the verification 
te ge intended 2 facilitate the prevention 
and detection aged | and mistake.

The Chicago banks do not expect the Sub-Treas- 
ury to be subject to fines, or to pay any checks 
or drafts at the Clearing House, or anywhere 
else except overitsown counter. The object 
aimed at is to enable the banks to clear eir 
Treasury paper without gach bank having to 
send its own messenger to the Sub-Treasury 
every time. To get the matter in shape so that 
the vp House may do it all is what is 
wanted, asks nothing which it would 
not be * and proper to * to cities where 
there is a Sub-Treasury an Clearing-House.

CONSPIRACY, BAD GAS, AND BIG BILLS, 


Disclosures in the Investigation of the St. 
Louis Trust. 

St. Loum, Mo., Jan. 10.—[Special.]—The 
municipal revolt against the Gas Trust is be- 
coming more pronounced as the facts are coming 
to light through the Investigation Committee. 


The three substantial facts so far reached are 


conspiracy, bad gas, and big bills. The strange 
fact developed today that the city pays more 
money for gas at $1.50 a thousand than it did two 
years ago when gas was $2.50 a thousand. 

Charles Green, President of the Fair Associa- 
tion and a stockholder who was forced out of 
the directory of the St. Louis Gas Company by 
the trust, said under oath that the Board of Di- 


rectors had no powér and had to obey the trust. 
While Mr. Green was a member of the Board of 
Directors he moved that a dividend be declured 
out of a surplusof about $90,000. The trustee 
directors objected to giving the stockholders the 
dividends to which they were entitled and sim- 
ply offered as the first explanation of this un- 
usiness-like and unjust action that the 
trustees did not wish to have a dividend 
declared. This was the time the syndicate was 
trying to force the Laclede Company into the 
—— and as the trustees thought they would 
ring the Laclede people to time by spring they 
concluded they would keep the stockholders out 
of the use of their money during the intervening 
six months, and at the end of that period use 
that money and the earnings of the interim in 
the furtherance of the pooling scheme. com- 
pletely closing out the stockholders outside of 
the =o from any benefit accruing from the 
earnin 
The fact was established that the Board of Di- 
rectors of the St. Louis company are simply the 
tools of the syndicate, and the committee is now 
coavinced thatin getting up this arrangement 
the law regulating the election of directors has 
been violated, — that the directors when elect- 
ed were not bona fide owners of ten shares of 
stock as required, but were only credited on the 
books with that amount by President 
Thompson, who made the transfers from the 
trust stock to circumvent the legal provisions. 
When the trust took charge all the salaries of 
the old employés were cut down and new places 
made for puppets of the trust. One of these was 
a General Manager, who drew a salary of $10,000 
a year.

The meeting of the Joint Conference Commit- 
tee on division of rates between Eastern and 
Western roads at Chairman Blanchard's office 
today promises to be of more than ordinary in- 
terest. A compromise was recently effected by 
the committee, but the trunk lines refused to ac- 
cept it and now threaten that unless they get the 
proportion of rates they demand they will stop 
all prorating arrangements with the Western 
lines that refuse to come to terms. In other 
words, they will refuse to ship through traf- 
fe over such roads. It is very doubt 
ful whether the Western roads will consent to 
grant the concessions they made in the first place. 
The Chicago western roads say that unless the 
Eastern association lines stop their discrimina- 
tion against Chicago and enforce the regular 
percentage basis, which will equalize the rates 
via all points, they will make no concessions 
whatever in the division of through rates, and if 
the trunk lines wish to fight they are in for it. 
There is but little chance that the Eastern roads 
can succeed in a fight of this kind. The Chicago 
& Northwestern is determined to bring this dis- 
crimination against Chicago to an end, and it is 
not likely that the Lake Short, Michigan Central, 
and New York Central, which are controlled by 
the same parties as the Northwestern, will en- 
gage in a bitter war against the latter simply to 
back up the Pennsylvania and Baltimore & Ohio, 
whose interests lie mainly in the Southwest. 
The Northwestern has lately been compelled to

7. It was never necessary to have the existing 
excessive duties on plate-glass; and even if they 
were justifiable for a few years to start the in- 
fant industries,” they are no longer needed, un- 
less it be to enable plate-glass manufacturers to 
die worth six to ten millions filched out of the 
consumers. 

8. The successful establishment of plate-glass 
works in this country is due to no one thing, but 
to several; such as finding the right kind of sand, 
importing skillful European cut-glass makers, 
and in part to high duties; but the latter have 
been continued teo long and should be moder- 

ated. The reduction in the price of plate-glass 
is due to greatly improved methods of making it. 
The credit belongs to labor-saving devices in 
Europe and this country, and certainly not to 
the 100 to 150 per cent bounty tax on American 
consumers. High tariffites always slur over and 
try to eonceal the wonderful works the inventors 
have done in cheapening and perfecting the 
processes of manufacture during the last thirty 
years, and brazenly give to high tariff taxes on 
the public the credit that is wholly due to inven- 
tive brains. 

9% No. It has for the last twenty-one years 
operated just the other way. The high raw wool 
duties levied in 1867 broke down the great Bos- 
ton wool market 17 cents within a yearor two 
and knocked down the price one-half be- 
fore their evil effects ceased The reduc- 
tion of that high wool tax two or 
three cents a pound by the Republican 
revision of the tariff in 1888 operated to raise the 
vrice of American wool six or seven cents, and it 
also cheapened woolen clothes. The reason of 
all this has all been explainedin THe TRIBUNE 
within a fortnight. 

10. It doesn't seem to. They have had twenty- 
one years in which to try it, and have done noth- 
ing. There would be no profit in raising such 
sheep east of the plains. Sheep-raising for wool 


has ceased to be profitable east of the Missouri 


River. Half a centa day will not keep and feed 
sheep for a year, and that is even more than their 
fleeces fetch—except on the cheap grazing lands 
of the gar Southwest, where there is no winter 
and no hand-feeding is required. 

11. No, the high tariff of 1867-68 was imposed 
on the prevalent but mistaken idea that it would 
keep the price of wool about 50 or 60 cents a 
pound, for lower than that it was seen sheep 
could not be profitably raised for wool in the 
States east of the Missouri River. But the high 
duty utterly failed of its purpose. and operated 
in just the contrary direction. It broke down the 
price of domestic wool by crippling the New 
England cloth manufacturers by depriving them 
of cheap mixing wools. They have been obliged 
to resort to shoddy rags to make filling, of 
which they use 50,000,000 pounds a year! Think 
of the sort of cloth. that produces. Is it any 
wonder that sheep-growing in the States east of 
the plains is steadily decreasing? Few sheepare 
now raised east of Kansas and Nebraska for any- 
thing but mutton. The wool has ceased to be 
reckoned of much account. ö 

12. We don't. And f there was a better free 
list; if raw wool, lumber, salt, coal, copper and 
iron ore, dye-stuffs. bleaching-powders, and sev- 
eral other raw materials were placed on the free 
list our manufacturers would be better protected 
with half their present bounty duties than they 
now are with their war tariff. and the general pub- 
lic, and especially the farmers, would be enor- 
mously benefited. The best protection American 
industry can get is a peace tariff in time of peace 
and by leaving the surplus revenue in the pock- 
ets of the péopie.—[ED.

SHE PAID FOR HER INSTRUCTION. 


A Concern That Pretends to Teach Em- 
broidery and Give Employment. 

An important decision at the conclusion of a 
sharply-contested civil action was rendered by 
Justice Lyon Tuesday afternoon.

The advertisements were varied 
at times, offers of imstruction “given,” “fur- 
nished,”’ or furnished free,“ being usually in- 
cluded. Miss Colson was one of those who 
applied in answer to this advertisement, she at 
that time, April 3, 1887, being under age. After 
being instructed for a day or two she was 
given a small quantity of work to do at home,

VIOLATION OF THE STATUTES SENDS 
MR, BLUNT TO JAIL. 


His Imprisonment Does Not Affect the 
Question of Free Speech in Ireland—Mr, 
Balfour to Be Attacked All Along the 
Line—The Return of Spurgeon—Thou- 
sands Attend His Reception—The Brit- 
on’s Weakness for Third Empire Bona~- 
partists.

LONDON, Jan. 10.—Mr. Wilfrid Biunt’s convio- 
tion is of course disagreeable tothose in whose 
interests he was, as he conceived, acting. The 
papers discuss it each after its manner. Few 
nevertheless seriously dispute the legality of it. 
Whether the law is wise is another question. Mr. 
Blunt, however, with the best intentions con- 
trived to put himself, legally speaking, in the 
wrong. He claimed to decide for him- 
self whether a meeting prohibited by 
authority ought or ought not to be held, 
He took part in various acts - admittedly 
indefensible. He resisted the police. He goes 
to jail for indiscretions quite independent of the 
issue he wished to raise. Nor does his imprison- 
ment really touch the question of free speech in 
Ireland. Mr. Shaw Lefevre’s championship of 
Mr. Blunt was more zealous than wise. He and 
others will renew it when Parliament meets. A 
general attack on Mr. Balfour's administration 
in Ireland will be made all along the line.

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A REVOLUTION IN FUEL 


NATURAL GAS FOR ENGINE USE m. 
STEAD OF COAL. 


Experiments in Running Locomotives with 
Natural Gas Carried Out Successfully— 
Condensed in Tanks by the Pressure 
from the Wells—A Syndicate Formed to 
Supply Factories with Tanks for Fur- 
nace Fires—An Indiana Road the Pioneer 
in the Innovation. 


Fort warm Ind, Jan. 10.—[Special. ]—Ar- 
rangements are just being completed in this city 
for a series of experiments that if successful, as 
they promise to be, will completely revolutionize 
or virtually wipe out the vast fuel expense ac- 
count of the railroads that run through the great 
natural gas regions. The general officers of the 
Fort Wayne, Cincinnati & Louisville Railroad 
have for some time believed that natural gas 
stored in tanks, said tanks to serve as a tender 
to the locomotives, could be used as fuel for all 
the engines on their road. If so used it would be 
a fuel e as cheap as air. 

0 ayne, cinnati & Louisville Road 
runs from Fort Wayne, Ind., to Rushville and Con- 
nersville, Ind., where it respectively makes its con- 
nections for Louisville Cincinnati. Its route 
is through the heart of the immense Indiana nat- 
ural-gas field, with wells of greater or less ba- 

acity. At or near ey 4 station almost from 

piceland, just north of Rushville, to Montpel- 
ler, afew miles south of Fort Wayne, most of 
these wells are of at volume and of pes, 
flowing from 3,000, to 12,000,000 cubic feet of 
gas every twenty-four hours. rock pressure 
varies from 350 pounds to the square inch to 630 
pounds, and the roar of the escaping ges when 
the wells are opened is like the escaping steam 
from twenty locomotives, as can easily be im- 
agined from the tremendous pressure to the 
uare inch. Several weeks ago Mr. W. W. 
orthington, General Superintendent of 
road, together with the General Master Mechan- 
ic, began to experiment on the transportation of 
natural gas, not in pipe lines, but in tanks or 
vessels of wrought-iron of such form and shape 
as were specially adapted for use in heating and 
lighting cars and for fuel in the fire-box of a 
locomotive. Having the entire resources of the 
company’s machine-shops at their disposal, with 
its force of skilled mechanics and machinery, 
these tests and trials have been made on a, sc 
never before attempted, and the entire practica- 
bility of their plans seems assured beyond all 


doubt. They have, of course, been conducted 


quietly, ana the men on the road and mechanics 
were cautioned to . A until certain papers 
were filed in the Patent Office at Washington, D. 
But all now being settled Superintendent 
Worthington and the officials are willing the 
other roads and general public should fully 
understand the innovation and soon be able to 
ride on a railroad where the locomotives and cars 
are smokeless and cinderless, and the entire 
heat, motive power, and light come from 
natural gas. It all came from the belief that 
natural gas could, at the at pressure that it 
comes from the depths of the earth, be forced in 
a condensed form into wrought-iron or steel re- 
ceptacies, which being sealed up could be carried 
any distance, attached to pipes, and then used 
in the ordinary manner as it is piped from the 
wells in the towns where itis used. The first 
trial was made at Montpelier, Ind., where there 
are two strong gas wells. A wrought-iron cylin- 
der, eighteen feet long and two feet in diameter, 
with heavy ends screwed in, was at to the 
biggest well. The cylinder had been subjected 
to careful and scientific tests at the shops and 
was provided with gages to register the pressure. 
This well has a rock pressure of 450 pounds 
to the square inch, and when it was 
turned on tne on the cylinder fairly 
danced round, snd in a minute almost came to a 
standstill, showing the cylinder was tull and 
would register no more. The cylinder was then 
hoisted into a freight-carand brought to Fort 
Wayne. Here it was taken into the company’s 
shops and attached to the usual natural-gas 
burning apparatus with a regulator that con- 
trolled the enormous pressure under which the 
had been forced into the cylinder, so that it 
owed out in a steady, regular current. 
“regulator” was manufactured at Pittsburg, 
Pa., and is in use, it is said, wherever natural 
gas is used, and when the gas flows through it it 
reduces the pressure from 450 pounds to the 
square inch, or whatever it may be, to one and 
one-half ounces, of which pressure natural gas is 
burned. The gage showed that the gas in the 
cylinder had lost but little of its pressure, and it 
supplied light to the gas-burners in the shops for 
several hours besides heating one large stove and 
one forge. 
„ Elated with the entire success of this, the 
first trial, the tests went steadily on with larger 
cylinders and circular tanks, the latter of steel, 
until the question was fully settled to the satis- 
faction of the railway experts and officials that 
the trans tion and use of natural 
gas as & fuel for locomotives and 
shops was an accomplished fact. This once 
done, the preparations were ordered for the 
attempt at the general use of natural gas as the 
fuel of the For this a trial tank-car of the 
shape and size of those used by the Standard Oil 
and various tank line companies of the country 
is a built It will be of steel sections 
screwed together and banded with wrought iron 
welded on at the joints, so as to stand the t 
pressure. This car will be hauled just back of 
the tender, which will only be used to carry 
water, and a pipe from it will lead through the 
regulator placed on the tender to the fire-box of 
the locomotive. Its capacity will be equal to as 
many thousand cubic feet of gas as will repre- 
sent enough tons of coal to make the entire trip 
over the road. At Hartford City, Eaton, Mun- 
cie, and other stations will be arrangements or 
tapping the wells there for filling the tank-car at 
any time it runs low. 

With the use of gas for fuel, which can be regu- 
lated by simply turning a cock, no firemen will 
be needed, and an enormous saving in labor 
and coal per year to the road will 
result. How great this saving will be 
can be seen from the fact that any one of 
the big wells on the line of the ro flowing

In defense tt was set up 
that the $80 commission moneys, fees, and inter- 
est on interest was usury.
